The years we spend in high school are supposed 
to be years when we build our potential. This is 
done by exposing ourselves to the knowledge and 
opportunities offered. It is unfortunate that because 
of a basic fear not one of us has utilized even a 
small percentage of the total available growth expe- 
rience. Not one of us has built the potential we are 
capable of building. 

This fear that has held us back, the fear of fail- 
ure, is the product of over-emphases placed on 
comparisons between us and our peers. Since child- 
hood we have been continously subjected to these 
comparisons. Consequently, we tend to shy away 
from new ventures out of fear of being measured 
against others who are already proficient or more 
adept in these fields. 

This want of confidence has troubled us in the 
past. If we recognize it and deal with it, however, it 
will not stop our growth in the future. We must 
realize that we cannot all do everything equally 
well, that there will always be those who excel in 


‚any particular area. At the same time, we cannot let 


this realization keep us from attempting new under- 
takings. Without fear of failure, we should explore 
new fields that will present a challenge, for only 
through accepting challenges can we grow. If we do 
not let the knowledge that there are others who 
may surpass us prevent our probing new realms, we 
will find in ourselves a wide range of previously 
untapped talents. 

Only by shedding this fear of comparison can we 
mature to our fullest capabilities. It is a challenge 
we all face. If we overcome this challenge, we will 
lose the inhibitions and uncertainties that have 
hindered our development, and we will grow to 
confident, successful adults. As members of the 
Class of "73 we accept this challenge.

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Stockwell’s killer 


gets life in prison

BRATTLEBORO — A Charlotte, 
N.C., man was sentenced Tuesday to 
life in prison after pleading guilty to 
killing Brattleboro native William 
Stockwell in March. 

Dwayne Jenkins, 29, was charged 
in Mecklenburg, N.C., Superior 
Court in May with murder and 
armed robbery in connection with 
the beating death of Stockwell on 
March 18. At that time he pleaded 
not guilty to the charges. 


Jenkins had been Stockwell’s next- 


door neighbor at the Emerald Bay 
Apartments in Charlotte. Jenkins 


initially alerted authorities after he 
allegedly discovered the body of 
Stockwell, who had been beaten to 


death with a rock inside his apart- 
ment. 


Jenkins had been the primary 
suspect in the slaying all along, but 
was not charged for two months so 
that police could analyze evidence 
necessary to disprove his initial 
statement to them, according to 
Charlotte Police Investigator Bobby 
Buening. 

Jenkins accepted the state’s plea 
offer Tuesday, changing his plea 
from not guilty to guilty on the 
murder charge. The state dropped 
the armed robbery charge, accord- 
ing to Mecklenberg County Assistant 
District Attorney Roberta Tepper. 

Unlike Vermont, it is customary in 
North Carolina to sentence defen- 


dants as soon as they are convicted. 


According to Террег,“Тһе state’s 
offer was that if he pleaded guilty to 
murder he would get a life sen- 
сепсе.” 

Tepper said she was not surprised 
that Jenkins took the offer, given his 
alternative. 

“The alternative was going to trial 
for the death penalty, which would 
have been decided by the jury. The 
verdict could have come back not 
guilty, but given the strength of the 
evidence and the violent nature of 
the crime, I do not think that would 
have been likely,” Tepper said. 

“Tt was a fairly simple deal. Given 
the odds against hirn I’m not sur- 
prised he took it. It was pretty 
straight forward," she said. 

Tepper said Jenkins would be eli- 
gible for parole in 10 years. 

Jenkins had been held without 
bond since his arraignment in May. 
On Wednesday, he was transferred 
to a correctional facility for violent 
offenders in Raleigh, N.C., Tepper 
said. 

Jenkins had a prior conviction for 
fraud but did not have a history of 
violent offenses, she said. 

At the time of his murder, Stock- 
well, a 37-year-old geologist, had just | 
accepted a new job with the U.S. 
Forest Service in Oregon. He had 
packed his belongings into his Ford 
Escort station wagon and was about
